 refifting King #ames, by acknowledging 
apd owning Queen ANWE, whole Go- 
vernment and Right of Government is 
founded on the Refifting and Right of De- 


 pofing him. 
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E are now bufie all over the Town 
to bring down the Divine Au- 
thority of abfoluteSubmiffion and 

the ucter [legality of Refiftance, from the 
great Original of the Apotile’s Doérine, 
and the Pra€tice of the Primitive Church— 
And fince this is the Work at the Bar of 
the Houfe of Lords, it cannot be amifs to 
caft in a Word or two to the Point. 

Tho’ I muft own, that to me it feems 
evident, that the Gentlemen now pleading 
have fufficiently own'd the Lawfulnefs of 


But I cannot but offer one other Ob- 
je@ion againft thofe Gentlemen in parti- 
cular, who think the Command of the 
Apoftle againft Refiftance to be obligatory 
upon afl People in af Cafes—— And that 
is thus. 

Mr. Milburn fays exprefly, the Roman 
Emperors were the Rulers meant, he care- 
fully explodes any Obje@ion againft their 
Commands, as being for Good or Evil 5 if 
in one they are to be obey’d, if in another 
not refified. 

Now ’tis evident to all that know any 
thing of the Roman Hiftory, that thofe 
very Roman Emperors deriv’d theit Domi- 
nion and Authority from one or both of 
thefe Heads or Fountaias. 

Refitance 
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cfiftance of the preceding Bmperor, 
on ite violently depos’d. : 
Or, Choice of the People, either the Ci- 
tizéas. of Reme, ot the Sokliery who fre 
quently faloted their General Imperator. 


Both thefe heing dire&ly contrary to the 
Doftrine now pretended for the Authority 
and Succeffion of Princes, I would be. glad 
to feefomeof our modern Cafuifts anfwer 
thefe Doubts. 

Nero, Galba, Otho, Vitelins, and feveral 
pthers were. ereéted, depos’d, and mur 
ther’d by the People————. Wituevet then 
obey’d that Emperor, who was fet up by 
the Murtherezs or Depofers of the preced- 
fing Emperor, ia my Opinion tacitly joya’d 
in refifting him that wene before 
Aad this a the Primitive Chriftians did im 
the Cafe of Nero efpecialy, and yet are 
never charg’d with pshipclay Boa Apoftle’s 
Rule, nor of violating the Sacred Duty of 


&s, 

In a Things lawful, we are no daupt to 
obey our Suproam Retors—— Now in this 
it-may be morth while to afk ts it meant 
that we dhoeM obey them fn af Things 
lawfut for them to command, or ia all 
Things lawful for us to obey thémn in? 


It may be lawfal for us to obey snd fab- 
mit to many Things in a Prince, which k 
mey sot be lawful for‘him to.command 3 
For Example, It was not lawful for the 
Roman Emperors to maffacre and deftroy 
the Chriftians in that cruel Manner, yet i 
was fawfal for 76 Scare he fucnrit, to 
Prarryrdom, and pat po fulfte. 

Nav, If go farther; if a are 
fisdu’d, and do voluntai dy ‘them- 
felves to the abfoltrtte Will of their Prince, 
without Limitation of Compaéts, Corona: 
tion Ouths, Pa&s Convents, and the Sike, 
there may be mare to be fatd, than ina 
Country where Princes receive Crowns on 
ftipulated Conditions, fwearing ‘to otferve 
them, and to govern fo and fo. 

Bue where Princes “yraniz’d, and Mo- 
narchs grew Monfters, it is evideot from. 
the Roman Hiftory of the Times, in which 
the Christians were reat avd © That 
the People depos’d them, the Chriftians 


adher’d 5 and when'the Depofer ofa Tyran! 
was fetup by the People, the Chrifian® 
recogniz’d the Reliftance of the Former, 
by yielding equatObedience to the Latter. 

I hope, the Gentlemen will excufe me: 
running through the Particulars of Tyrapts 
depos’d, and others {et up, and thule again 
depos'dand fet up, and fet up aod depos'’d, 
as the People faw Caufe, and the Chriftians 
always joyniog to fubmit to thofe chat were 
in Poffeflion, and,by Confequence owning 
the Legality of the Refiftance of others— 
The Roman. and Grecian Hiftories are full 
of Inftances And this I do not fee 
Room to be repl 7d to. 

From: ali which it ems to me, that the 
Meatfures of Submiffion to Princes are ftated 
very much, by the allow’d Laws of every 
Country in which they govérn—and the 
general Ucility of the Subje& And 
that when both are fubverted by a lawlefs 
Tyrant, and no other Way can be found 
to reduce him——-He may be reduc’d by 
Force 3 which Doétrine, ifit be not true, 
there is not one Nation now in the World, 
but what muft be damn’d for Rebellion 
and for: refifting the Ordinance, fince ac: 
cording to Mr. Milbourn’s Text, They that 
refift, receive to shemfeluds Damnation. 

13.26 

I conclude with faying this farther to it, 
That do believe, even fome of the Apofties 
themfelves, who, we all allow to be equally 
infpit’d with the Spirit of God, as S:. Paul, 
or at leaft to be infpir’d with the fame Spi- 
rit, did thus recognize the Refiftance of. 
Princes, by fatmitting to and acknowledg-. 
ing thofe Powers that had formerly refifted 
and depos’d preceding Emperors. 

If then the Practice of the Apoftles cons 
tradi&ted this Principle, and they did not 
aft by 'themfelves, ic is evident, it was not 
meant by them in the Jame extenfive Man- 
ner that we now pretend to, That the 
Command of the Scripture is to a generat 
and indeed confcientious Subjeftion to Go- 
vermment, as the Ordinance of God, which 
whoever refift, recelve ts themfelyes Damna- 
tion, “This we readily allow, for all Men 
are oblig’d to be fubje& to the Laws; but 
thac this Subje&ion extends to tye our 

to the Perfon of the Bh 
We - 
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however degenerate tn Praftice from the 
Laws of e, Reafon, Scriptare, or the 
Country, is abfurd in it felf, is what p90 
Nation ever pra@is’d, what indeed no 
Scripture ever enjoyn’d, or any People can 
prattife. 

Thus no Violence by the general Law of 
God is to be done to our Neighbour ; and 
by the Laws of our Country, a Man’s Houfe 
is his Caftle, and may not be broken up $ 
yet there are Violences allow’d in particu- 
lar Cafes, and under Circumftances parti- 
cular, in which, without the Formalities 
requir’d in other Cafes by the Law, we 
do invade our Neighbour, break open his 
Hovfe, and commit other Force upon him, 
which at other times wonld be notorioufly 
Criminal. 


In thefe, or fuch as thefe Cafes, and 
with fach Allowaaees as thefe, the Do@rine 
of Refiftance is to be confider’d, with Re~ 
{pe& to the Perfon of the Priace, who tho” 
in general, and ruling well, he may not be 
refitted, yet in open Violation of Laws, or 
perfonal illegal Violeace, may aod muft be 
relifted. Thus 2 Woman may refift her 
Prince attempting to violate her Chaftity, 
or a Man his Life, ora Nation their Laws 
and Confticution, which 1s not refifting the 
Government of the Prince——+— But the 
Perfon deftended from himfelf, and dege- 
nerated into a Tyrant, a mad Man, an 
Oppreffor and Invader.
